Newton's Ignorance of the Subject in Diſ- 
pute (meaning, it is ſuppoſed, of the Na- 
ture and Difference of the Patents) muſt 
plead his Excuſe: But though the Words, 
the Patent in the Dean's Gift, are pretty 
plain and intelligible ; yet upon his taking 
the Liberty to aſk the Dean, if he 'was 
ſure it was ſo, received for Anſwer, That 


he was quite ſure of it; and that what En- 


gagements ſoever the Dean was under to 
Dr. Topham, they were only general, in 
conſequence of an Application made to the 


Dean by one of Dr. Tapham's Friends. 


This laſt Aſertion was delivered in very 
Plain and clear, as well as poſitive, Terms, 
without mixing, or ringing any Changes 
upon Patents; and what, without paying 
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any Compliment to Mr. Newton's Senſe 
or Capacity, he could not but underſtand. 


The firſt Time Mr. Newton gave this 
Account was at a Coffee- Houſe, in common 
Converſation, and before there could be the 
leaſt Pretence for ſaying he was under any 
Terror ; the ſame Account he repeats at 
the Doctor's, without the leaſt apparent 
Concern; and when another Gentleman 
joins the Company, Mr. Newton tells his 
Story, for the third Time, in the ſame 
Manner : And then adds, That the Dean 
likewiſe ſaid, It was a RULE v,, bim 
NEVER 0 promiſe any Thing till it became 
vacant. Ps 


In one Part of the AnsweR it was inſi- 
nuated, That the Dean's Language to his 
Friends, in ſpeaking of the Patent in 51 
Gift, was to ſay, that he had once made 
Dr. Topham a Promiſe of it : But unlucki- 
ly, in the very ſecond Page of the Ax- 
SWER, and at the very Time when he was 
giving Dr. Braithwoit an Account why he 
could not oblige him in giving him this 
Patent, if Dr. Yard ſhould reſign it, the 
Dean's Language then was not that Dr. 
T. opbam had a Promiſe of this Patent,

which did not leave him at Liberty to 
oblige Dr. Braithwazt ; but it was as Mr, 
NewToN exactly has it, the GENERAL

The Doctor has beard, and is inclined ts 
believe, that Mr. Newton may have had 
his Terrors, and may have been put into 
Fear and Confufion ; but the Doctor can 
moſt ſolemnly aver, That this never hap- 
pened to Mr. Newton at his Houſe : And 
as to the Piece of Bravery, which perhaps 
Mr. Newton might intend to put on, when 
he came the ſecond Time to the Doctor's 
Houſe, all the Doctor can ſay to it, is, 
That if ſuch were really Mr. Newton's In- 
tentions, the Force of Truth would not 
ſuffer him to carry them into Execution ; 
but theſe ArTER-THoOUGHTS are entirely 
at the Dean's Service, for which they ſeem, 
with great Readineſs and good Nature, to 
be calculated ; probably with a View of 
having buried in Oblivion a Piece of Di 
fervice he had very undeſignedly done the 
Dean, in mentioning, thus publickly, a- 
is Demal, which was not communicated to 
him as any Secret. 
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It is to be hoped, Mr. Dean, That, as 
you profeſs ſuch durable and laſting Attach- 
ments to your Friends, Mr. Newtsn will 
not loſe your Friendſhip by fixing this De- 
nal upon you; for the Public and He will 
now obſerve, whether you have been more 
fortunate in the Conduct of a Matter, not 
only in your own Hands, but which was to 
come from thence with every Aid and 
Embelliſhment, that ſuch ready and faith- 
ful Adviſers and Aſſiſtants as yours could 
give it. 


But here, Mr. Dean, the Doctor muſt 
return you his Acknowledgements for the 
Service you have done him, tho' attended 
with ſome Trouble, in cauſing him to look 
over bis former Correſpondence with you and 
ethers on theſe Subjects ; which has re- 
called to his Recollection and Remembrances 
ſeveral Facts, which the Diſtance of Time, 
and the little Concern he gave himſelf or 
fome Years after this, about the ſubject 
Matter of them, had occaſioned fo eſcape his 
Memory; but ſome of which, perhaps, 
you may hereafter wiſh had been buried in 
UTTER OBLIvioN: For little at that 
Time did the Doctor imagine you would

That a Promiſe was made to the Doctor

It is very true that Dr. Braithwait did 
apply to Dr Tepham, about his giving up 
the Promiſe of your Patent, to which he 
was diſpoſed to conſent, and a Reſignation 
from Dr. Ward was then in Agitation: 
But immediately upon the Heels of this 
Requeſt, Dr. Braithwarit came on with 
another, to have alſo given up to him ans- 


tber Promiſe of the Officialty of the Arch- 


deaconry of Cleveland, of which Dr. Sterne 
had been pleaſed to make a Promiſe to Dr. 
Topham. 


This naturally produced ſome further 
Conſideration, both of this and the former 


bh Requeſt; 
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Requeſt ; but to take Things in the Order 
of Time in which they are ſtated in the 
ANSWER, it is truly faid,- by a Letter, 
dated York, April 18, 1748, that the Doc- 
tor there tells you, © That if you have

which Letter is publiſhed in the ANSWER, 
the Purport of which was 4 Requeſt t9 
leave Things in the State they then were, 
till the neu Propoſal from Dr. Braithwart, 
about the Officialty of Cleveland was con- 


ſidered, and fixed in ane Way or another. 


How unlucky, alas ! that neither you, 
nor any of your Adviſers, ſhould happen

But you will now, Mr. Dean, ſee, That 
Dr Topham did not ſay of Dr. Ward what 
he did not chuſe 70 /ay to him, who had 
more than once been kindly pleaſed to 
wiſh, That if Dr. Topham was the Survi- 
vor, he might ſucceed him in his ſeveral 
Employments.

De Braithwatt, after this, continued ſtill 
as preſſing as ever about this Patent; and 
tho' he was clearly, by Dr. Ward's Kind- 
neſs, THEN in Poſſeſſion of the Profits of 


the Patent, was yet deſirous of ſecuring 


the Patent itſelf; nay, though in a dying 


Condition, he preſſed earneſtly Dr. Top- 


bam to name this again to the Dean (which 
the Doctor accordingly did in his Letter 
dated the 20th of May, 1750;) Dr. Braith- 
wait aſſuring Dr. Topham, that Dr. Ward 
would be prevailed with to ſign a Refigna- 


tion, which he abſolutely refuſed to do.

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that theſe were only unconfirm'd Patents or 
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The Profits, it has already been obſerv d, 


Dr. Braithwait had been long in Poſſeſſion 
of; but it was the Patent or Appointment 
he wanted to ſecure, which required then 


no more than to be engroſſed on a Treble- 


Sixpenny Stamp; and if the Dean and 
Chapter were to confirm what the Dean 
had HIMSELF granted: Nay, if this was 


likewiſe to be confirmed by the Archbi- 


ſhop {tho' in no Shape or Degree any Pa- 


tron here, as he is where an Archdeacon 
grants an Office) yet ſtill the whole Ex- 
pence would fall nder ſeven Pounds; which 
ſhews that this could not be Dr. Braith- 
wait's TRUE REASON for not taking a Pa- 
tent or Appointment, he was / very des- 
rous to try to ſecure: But this Matter 
might, as to the ſuppoſed Expence, have 
been fully cleared up, by examiming what 


Patents or Appointments, if any, were re- 


giſtered in the Dean and Chapter's Office: 


But though theſe are public Inſtruments, 
regiſtered in a public Office, yet the preſent 


Regiſter was pleaſed to refuſe the permit- 
ting ſuch a Search to be made, nl gſi Leave 
was firſt obtained from the Dean and 


Chapter. The Reaſon is obvious; for if, 


on ſuch Search, it ſhould have turned out 


Ap- 
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Appointments, as the Doctor has been told 


theſe are, (tho the Fact he can't vouch} 
then the Printer would have a ſmall Error 


to correct in the next Edition of the AN- 


SWER, and to put down Ten Shillings in- 
ſtead of Ten Pounds. 


The true Reaſon on which the whole 


Tranſaction turned, now comes out; for 
the Public will eaſily diſcover, that the 
real Reaſon for every Thing remaining in 
the ſame State, with regard to this Patent, 
was Dr. Ward's UNWILLINGNEssS 79 in- 
terfere with the Engagement of Dr. Top- 
ham's Friends, when he came to be acquaint- 
ed with them: But that you, Mr. Dean, 
promiſing Dr. Topham, and under an En- 
gagement, as it is admitted in the AN- 
SWER, to ſatisfy this Promiſe, either to 
the Doctor in his own Perſon, or in that 


of his Friend, never performed this to Ei- 


ther, but very conſcientiouſly gave away the 
FIRST and ONLY TURN you ever had in 


this Patent, to the Gentleman who now 
holds it. 


We will believe, Mr. Dean, * you 
mntended kindly, that Dr. Topham : intended 
kind], „to Dr. Braithwait ; but ſtill, on 

both 
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both Sides, nothing went further than In- 


tention ; no Promiſe was ſatisfied, no D. 
could be diſcharged, becauſe Dr. Ward 
choſe to keep Poſſeſſion of his Patent ; for I 
am afraid, Mr. Dean, that neither you or 
the Doctor mult pretend to claim the leaſt 
Merit from Dr. Ward's ALLoTMENT of 
the Fees of the Office; this being meerly 
an ACT of PRTVATE FAvoUR and BENE- 
FICENCE from Vim to Dr. Braithwart, and 
which he exerciſed, at leaſt, as long before, 
as he did after, this ſame Reſignation had 
been firſt talked of. 


And here, Mr. Dean, the Doctor de- 
fires to return a Compliment paid him in 
the ANSWER ; and will do you the Juſtice 
to believe, that all theſe ine-ſpun Argu- 
ments, about paying your Debt to the Doc- 
toc in the Perſon of his Friend, (which, 
after all, turns out 20. to be paid to Ei- 
ther were the Product of the Perſons 
employed in compzling the ANSWER ; for 
when you ſpoke your own Sentiments, and 
employed a common Friend of yours and 
the Doctor's to deliver a Meſſage to him, 
about four or five Weeks ago, you was, 
during . the Converſation, pleaſed. to fay,

Every one who is acquainted with theſe 
Affairs, can fully teſtify, That Matters of 
Juriſdiction, let the Profits attending them 
be ever ſo ſmall, are always conſidered in 
an honorary View; and, as ſuch, have al- 
ways been ſollicited by even the Deans of 
the Arches, and ſome of the greateſt and 
richeſt Men, of the Doctor's Profeſſion, in 


the Province of Canterbury : But tho' the - 


ANSWERERS have (probably with a good- 
natured View of pointing out the Number 
of the DoQtor's Friends) enumerated his 
ſeveral Preferments; yet you, Mr. Dean, 
on the zoth of January, 1748, not only 
was acquainted with the Doctor's being 
then Mas TER of the FacuLTiEs—OF- 
FICIAL to the Archdeacon of Tor Or- 
FICIAL to the Archdeacon of the Ea/t- 
R1iding—OFF1CIAL to the Chancellor of 
the Church of York—and OrFiciaL to

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ſeveral of the Prebendaries: But, notwith- 


ſtanding all this Knowledge of the Doc- 
tors Places, was then pleated to blame the 
Doctor for being 700 haſty and explicit in 
ſaying he ſhould be ready, ir Dr. Ward 
would "RESIGN, 79 . greed to ſerve Dr. 
Braithawair. 


We will now, Mr. Dean, examine what 
is aid in the ANSWER, as to the ComMmM1s-

World is very plainly given to underſtand, 

that no Prebendary ſhall uſe this, unleſs he 
means to do it as certain Perſons may with; 

which is, in effect, taking away the Right

Had not every Prebendary, Mr. Dean, 
who, either on his own Account, or at the 
Requeſt of a Friend, choſe to be preſent at 
the Election of a Commiſſary to the Dean 
and Chapter, both as good a Vote and good 
a Right to give that Vote, as the Dean 
himſelf? But fo deſtitute of g/l Senſe of
